The vital statistics returns! for week ending the 9th 
Ictober, 1948 for towns with a papulation of 30,000 and over 
save been received in respect of only 162 towns (149 towns 
tut of 182 in India and 13 towns out of 30 in Indian States), 
’he estimated mid-year population of all these 162 towns is 
11,386,610. The births and deaths recorded in these towns 
lumbered 14,829 and 8,796 representing birth and deatli 
ates of 36 '1 and 2l - 4 per thousand of the population 
espectively. 

(A) India : — The births and deaths recorded in town-, 
>f India were 13,807 and 8,375 giving birth and death 
ates of 36' 3 and 22*0 per thousand of the population 
espectively. 

The three towns Hathras ( U. P. ), Sholapur 
md Barsi (Bombay Province) recorded high death 
rates of 61 -7, 50 • 6 and 50 ‘5 per thousand of the population

(B) Indian States : — The births and deaths recorded in 
the Indian States were 1,022 and 42l representing birth and 
death rates of 33-1 and 13 "7 per thousand of the population 
respectively. No town recorded high death rate of 50 or 
over per thousand of the population. There was no 
death from cholera, smallpox and plague during the week 
under review.
